Neither Side Wants 
Responsibility For

GENEVA (A P )-T h e Western 
powers and the Soviet Union were 
at another standoff in the nuclear 
test ban talks today with neither 
cade ready to take the responsi­ 
bility for breaking off negotia­ 
tions. 
British delegate David Ormsby- 
Gore declared Thursday that the 
West 
has 
shown 
‘‘monumental 
patience” and drew a sharp re­ 
tort from Soviet delegate Semyon 
K. Tsarapkin that ‘‘our patience 
can certainly match yours.” 
Despite the Soviet refusal to 
come an inch toward the Western 
position, Ormsby-Gore told Tsa­ 
rapkin Britain and 
the United 
States have no intention ‘‘at this 
tim e” of quitting the talks.

talking about another recess in 
the 
negotiations, 
that 
resumed 
March 21 after a suspension of 
1*4 months. 
The West in a package plan has 
accepted several Soviet proposals 
for joint nuclear experimentation 
but 
Tsarapkin 
countered

West's insistence on independent 
control machinery to police any 
test ban with a demand for what 
In effect would be a veto power 
over the control apparatus. 
He proposed that the control 
organization 
be 
headed 
by 
three-man directorate represent 
ing the Communist bloc, the West­ 
ern nations and the neutralist na 
tions. 
Unanimity 
would be re­ 
quired for any action. 
Ormsby-Gore and U.S. delegate 
Arthur H. Dean declared such an 
arrangement was unacceptable and 
appealed to him to withdraw his 
demand. But Tsarapkin told news­ 
men Thursday his government has 
no intention of backing down.

Pastor, Wife, 
2 Children Die 
In Plane Crash 


SUMMERSVILLE, W. Va. f - 
‘‘It sounded like the motor died, 
then started again. It was very 
low. Next thing I noticed, it start­ 
ed turning flip-slops and crashed. 
“There was a big noise. It didn’t 
burn.” 
That was an eyewitness’ account 
of the crash of a light plane which 
took the life of a minister from 
Schenectady, N.Y.; his wife, and 
two children on a brush - covered 
ridge near here late Thursday. 
The victims were the Rev. Fran­ 
cis Barr Allan, 33, pastor of the 
State Street Presbyterian Church 
in Schenectady; Mrs. Laurice Al­ 
lan, 30; a daughter, Ardith, 12, 
and a son, Francis B. Allan Jr., 
IO. 
Lonnie Jones, who told how the 
craft spun into the ground after 
passing almost directly over his 
home, reported to officers that it 
apparently was experiencing en­ 
gine difficulty. 
Funeral director Howard White 
of this central West Virginia com­ 
munity about 60 miles east of Char­ 
leston said that the plane was a 
“twisted wreck, with the m o t o r 
completely buried in the ground.”

Police and Dog Warden Robert 
J. Croyle are seeking to locate the 
owner of a female boxer dog which 
was left in a parked car on Walnut 
St. without food or water for two 
days before a neighborhood cou­ 
ple, distressed by the dog’s suffer­ 
ing, made a report to police. 
The job of tracing the owner­ 
ship was complicated greatly by 
the fact both the auto and the ani­ 
mal have California license tags. 
Police sent a relayed radio mess­ 
age Thursday afternoon to the Cali­ 
fornia Bureau of Motor Vehicles 
at Sacramento to learn In whose 
name the car is registered. 
A reply today showed the car 
was reported stolen in San Fran 
cisco. It is registered in the name 
of an oil company employe, but 
there was no indication whether 
the owner of the car also owns the 
dog or whether the boxer belonged 
to the person who stole the car. 
Authorities first learned of the 
dog’s abandonment about n o o n 
yesterday when a Walnut St. cou­ 
ple went to police headquarters 
with the report the dog had been 
in the parked auto unattended since 
Tuesday. The couple had fed the 
boxer 
some bread, 
but t h e y 
thought police should locate the 
owner in order that the dog could 
be cared for properly. 
Police notified Croyle, who found 
the 1967 coupe parked on Walnut 
St. just south of E. 4th St. He 
took the dog to City Hall, then 
went to a nearby m arket to obtain 
some meat scraps for it.

conference, has called for eight 
powerful new laws to help curb 
organized crime. 
The youthful attorney general 
said he was confident that “ we 
will get some action on these 
bills” from Congress. 
A record 174 newsmen, tops for 
a Justice Department conference, 
overflowed 
Kennedy’s large 
re­ 
ception room into adjacent offices 
Thursday. 
In a wide-ranging, 
sometimes 
humorous discussion, they heard 
Kennedy touch, among other m at­ 
ters, 
on: 
Businessmen’s 
ethics, 
juvenile delinquency, the deporta­ 
tion of a New Orleans rackets fig­ 
ure, the John Birch Society and 
organized crime. 
Kennedy, 35, a brother of the 
President, did not provide speci­ 
fic details of how he planned to 
operate against organized crime. 
But, he asserted: 
“It is my 
firm belief that new laws are 
needed to give the FBI increased 
jurisdiction to assist local authori­ 
ties in the common battle against 
the rackets.” 
The new laws he has asked 
Congress to approve include five 
years imprisonment and $10,000 
fines for interstate travel “to ad­ 
vance illegal activities.’’ 
“More 
and 
more,” 
Kennedy 
said, “the bankroller and king 
pins of the rackets live luxurious, 
apparently 
respectable 
lives 
in 
one state, but return periodically 
to another state to collect from 
the rackets they run by remote 
control.” 
Kennedy also called for: Pun­ 
ishment for persons intimidating 
or injuring anyone cooperating in 
federal investigation. (Present 
law only protects witnesses called 
in judicial or congressional inves­ 
tigations.) 
Stiff new firearm s regulations 
The five other new laws re­ 
quested by Kennedy were pro 
posed in one form or another by 
his predecessor, William P. Rog­ 
ers. They deal with stopping the 
flow of gambling information and 
equipment across state lines and 
broadening federal power in some 
other areas.

gotiations to end the Algerian re­ 
bellion.

Paris police hunted an Algerian 
execution squad that carried the 
hit-and-run

between 
rival 
rebel 
factions into a 
suburban 
hospital Thursday, killing 2 per­ 
sons and wounding 12. 
In Algiers, the U.S. consulate 
was bombed after it closed for 
the 
day 
and 
an 
attempt 
was 
made to burn the American cul­ 
tural center. Both attacks were 
attributed to French rightists re­ 
taliating for U.S. moves to get 
peace talks started between the 
French and the Algerian rebels. 
Police rounded up known French

French provinces also for ques­ 
tioning. The police said no well 
known persons were picked up, 
and it was not immediately known 
if any of those questioned were 
detained.

French Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle has sche­ 
duled a news conference for that 
day. 
The hospital raid in suburban 
Montfermeil was one of the most 
violent episodes in the war be­ 
tween the FLN and MNA, con­ 
ducted for 6*4 years in Paris. 
Six men in a taxi drove up to 
the hospital where Algerian vic­ 
tims of a recent FLN-MN A clash 
were in a surgical ward. Three 
of the raiders charged up to the 
third floor and killed a French 
policeman guarding the Algerians' 
room with his own machine gun. 


Bursting into the room, they 
killed Mohand Talba, believed to 
have been a member of the MNA, 
in his bed. 
The gang then ran from room 
to room, spraying bullets. One of 
their victims was a French girl, 
Martine Petit, 7, wounded as she 
lay in bed. Also wounded were 
her father, sitting beside the bed, 
and her mother, who flung her­ 
self across the child. 
The three gunmen then rushed 
to their waiting taxi, knocking out 
a ward attendant as they ran and 
beating a nurse with gun butts 
In the yard, two policemen who 
tried to stop them were shot in 
the feet. 
More than a dozen Algerians 
were later arrested but there was 
no indication that the identity (rf 
the gunmen had been learned. 
The attacks on the American 
offices in Algiers were the latest 
in a series of bombings blamed 
on diehard French colonists. The 
extremists apparently were an­ 
gered that the U. S. Ambassador 
to Tunisia, Walter N. Walmsley 
Jr., held private talks Monday in 
Tunis with two FLN ministers. 


U.S., British Chiefs 
Encl Talks Saturday; 
To Issue Statement 


WASHINGTON (A P)-President 
Kennedy and British Prim e Min­ 
ister Harold Macmillan reportedly 
fear the development of a series 
of crises between the Western 
powers and the Soviet Union this 
year. 
These views are reported to pre­ 
vail in spite of encouraging prog­ 
ress recently made toward agree­ 
ment on a ceasefire in the civil 
war in Laos. 
A generally somber outlook for 
East-West relations emerges from 
information

available 
by 
U.S. and British officials on the 
discussions of the two allied lead­ 
ers here during the past two days. 
The talks were recessed today 
while Macmillan flies to Boston 
for an address at the Massachu­ 
setts Institute of Technology. 
, 
A final session of the two men 
and their advisers will be held at 
the White House Saturday morn­ 
ing after which they plan to issue 
what one official called a busi­ 
ness-like statement on the range 
of their discussions. 
Meanwhile, 
f r o m 
authorities 
who participated in the meetings, 
the following picture of Immediate 
and potential cold war trouble 
spots shapes up: 
I. The U.S.-British negotiations 
with the Soviet Union for an 
agreement to prohibit the testing 
of nuclear weapons p«sxmanently 
under

system are making very little 
progress. The Soviet Union’s new 
demand that the agreement be ad­ 
ministered by a three-man direc­ 
torate with a built-in Soviet veto 
is 
completely 
unacceptable

Britain and the United States. The 
directorate would be composed of 
one Soviet, one Western and one 
neutral representative who would 
make 
decisions 
by 
unanimous 
agreement. 
Macmillan and Kennedy agreed 
that 
the Western powers could 
never rely on an inspection sys­ 
tem which was subject to a Soviet 
veto. Unless, as they hope, Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev will drop or 
drastically modify the directorate 
proposal, the nuclear test talks at 
Geneva would appear to be head­ 
ed for a breakdown.

How Can I?

Q. How can I eradicate some 
crayon stains from unwashabie and 
washable materials? 
A. For unwashables, sponge with 
carbon tetrachloride, flushing the 
stain out onto a towel placed under 
it. If necessary to lubricate t h e 
stain, use some petroleum jelly or 
white mineral oil. Then flush the 
area again. For washables, if tra­ 
ces remain after the above treat­ 
ment, try removing with s o a p 
and ammonia, color permitting. 


Q. How can I remove s o m e 
hot-plate marks left on my dining 
table? 
A. By applying spirits of cam­ 
phor with a soft cloth, rubbing 
lightly, and wiping dry. Or, try 
rubbing paraffin vigorously in the 
marred areas, then polishing with 
a soft cloth. 


Q. Is there any way to remove 
small scratches on glass t a b l e 
tops or on the glass screen of a 
TV set? 
A. These are often very effec­ 
tively obliterated with toothpaste, 
rubbed on with a soft cloth, and 
then polished off with another.

Whether Defense Secretary McNamara is 
as quick a student as he needs to be to out­ 
talk the generals and admirals of the Penta­ 
gon will be known later. 
What is known now is that the new chief 
of the Pentagon has been holding the Wash­ 
ington stage front and center against some 
Of the world’s toughest seene-stealers 
For 
once, the civilian secretary of defense and 
his commander in chief are getting more at­ 
tention than dissident military careerists who 
formerly 
blurted 
out their disagreements 
when and where they would get most atten­ 
tion. 
It does not mean the careerists are now in 
agreement. 
It does not mean they are reconciled to a 
civilian secretary of defense who holds the 
stage while they grind their teeth behind 
scenes. 
Certainly it does not mean they are recon­ 
ciled to an arrangement that seems to have 
whittled them 
down to the status of tac­ 
ticians, instead of strategists. 


IT MAY MEAN that the Navy is reconciled 
to a role in which Polaris submarines will 
be the undisputed first line of defense and 
the potential ultimate force 
It may mean the Air Force is reconciled 
to a role in which it will be in charge of 


everything launched 
from land, 
including 
both airplanes and intercontinental ballistic 
missiles. 
It may mean the Army is satisfied with 
the role of handling “brushfire wars,” on the 
supposition that these are the only wars that 
could happen anyway, because of the stand­ 
off in nuclear weapons 
Today there is only a faint sound of hoof­ 
beats offstage as a new secretary of defense 
applies a nimble mind to the crystaliz.ition 
of a defense policy that will make sense to 
inquiring congressmen, give no comfort to 
the enemy and promise the long-suffering 
taxpayer the longest possible run for his 
money if the race for survival ever begins. 


TT HAS BEEN a long time since an ad­ 
miral asked for a battleship navy, or a gen­ 
eral yearned for the cavalry. No one in uni­ 
form questions any more what an atomic 
bomb can do if dropped in the right place 
The nature of military planning and execu­ 
tion is not a m atter of dispute any more 
Great changes are acknowledged. 
Before Robert S. McNamara finishes his 
tour of duty, he may be applying his nimble 
mind to the strategy of cold war, which is 
•still as puzzling to military minds as the 
proposition once was about a bomb being able 
to destroy a battleship. 


No Simple Solutions Any More 


It would be comforting to believe Dag 
Hammarskjold solved the problem of get­ 
ting along with the Soviet Union, which had 
demanded his dismissal, by offering to re­ 
sign whenever the United Nations General 
Assembly decided to let him go. But it isn't 
that easy. 
When the Soviet Union got rid of Trygve 
Lie. Hammarskjold’s predecessor, it made 
his position untenable by blocking him in 
everything he tried to do, until he had to 
get out of the United Nations to keep it 
from being hurt by its secretary general's 
inability to reach 
an understanding with 
the Russians 
It would be comforting to believe that 
President Kennedy and Prim e Minister Mac­ 
millan are going to do something about the 
problem of Communist infiltration and inter­ 
vention in Laos. But they are in no position 
to do anything. There are Laotian Com­ 
munists, Chinese Communists and Russian 
Communists in Laos. They are organized 
and well-led 
They will wriggle into posi­ 
tions of influence and eventually dominate 
the country, if that is what their m asters 
want them to do, and it apparently is 
Likewise, it would be comforting to think 
the United States could solve something by 
withholding diplomatic recognition from the 
Chinese People’s Republic and maintaining 
the pretext that the Nationalist regime in 
Formosa is a government of China, when in 
fact it is only a subsidized military regime 
on an offshore island 
But nothing is solved by withholding diplo­ 


matic recognition from Red China 
On the 
other hand, nothing would be gained by 
granting recognition, so it may be a moot 
question. 
There are no simple solutions to problems 
any more. It has been a long time since 
Americans could cure the evils of the traf­ 
fic in alcohol with national prohibition, make 
the world safe for democracy by going to 
war with the Central Powers and make wom­ 
en the political equals of men by giving 
them the right to vote 
Nothing is as open and shut, black and 
white and right and wrong as it used to be 
A skeptic can only conclude nothing really 
was as open and shut, black and white and 
right and wrong as it used to seem to be.

Columbiana County’s two Repub­ 
lican Commissioners today refuted 
a 
charge 
by 
their 
Democratic 
counterpart that the preparation 
and vote on the 1961 county budget 
were conducted without his knowl­ 
edge. 
Commissioner Frank Wilson of 
Wellsville, Democrat, Thursday de­ 
clared the new appropriation, cut 
back from a record high of 1960 
and resulting in potential paycuts 
for many county employes, w a s 
“ politics.” and that he was not 
consulted. 
Today, Commissioners W a l t e r 
Hunston land Galen Greenisen said 
Wilson was present during study on 
the appropriation, approved Mon­ 
day, but he left Monday’s session 
before the work was completed— 
indicating he would be present to 
vote on it. 
Commissioner Hunston s a i d he 
was “ surprised” at Wilson’s state­ 
ments regarding untrimmed appro­ 
priations for some county depart­ 
ments — Common Pleas Court. 
Probate Court, the Election Board 
and the prosecutor — for w h i c h, 
Hunston said, "the law provides for 
specific fund allotments.” 
Wilson had claimed the appro­ 
priation cutbacks applied to t h e 
Ireasurer’s office, auditor’s office, 
clerk of courts, sheriff’s depart­ 
ment and recorder’s office stem­ 
med from “petty politics.” 
Hunston said the engineer's of­ 
fice received an increased appro­ 
priation because it was authorized 
in line with funds set by changes 
of the county’s population in the 
past census. 
Both Republican commissioners 
expressed regret that cuts had to 
be made in the five departments, 
but said the reductions were re­ 
quired because carryover f u n d s 
were not as great as in previous 
years.

Since September 1960, M o n d a 
said his work at the center has 
involved testing 79 individuals, 
and holding 148 conference ses­ 
sions, averaging 1^ hours each. 
Psychological tests 
involve a 
number of factors of the individu­ 
al’s makeup. They include tests 
of intelligence or mental ability, 
of achievement, of vocational in­ 
terest patterns, of specific abili­ 
ties and aptitudes, of personality 
and of attitudes. 
Intelligence tests are made by 
way of written examinations or 
oral means. Achievement meas­ 
urements disclose progress in such 
fields as mathematics, reading or 
languages. Vocation interest tests 
show whether the necessary abili­ 
ties for the vocation are present. 
Monda said people and students 
come to the center through refer­ 
rals from physicians, attorneys, 
ministers, 
school 
principals 
or 
teachers and parents, the largest 
source. 
Cases are also referred to the 
center from Juvenile Court, th e 
County Welfare Department and 
other agencies. 
“Why are they referred to us?”

The court turned over $4,488 to 
the city treasury as its share of 
last month’s revenue, a gain of 
$1,819 over the city’s $2,669 share 
in February. 
A big gain in criminal receipts 
accounted for most of the increase 
in March, compared with Febru­ 
ary. Criminal receipts last month 
were $3,671, up $1,649 from the $2.- 
022 shown in February. 
Costs in civil cases last month 
totaled $731, a gain of $127 from 
the $594 shown in February. 


The total amount handled by the 
court also gained sharply. It hit 
$8,312 in March, up $2,830 from 
the $5,482 shown in February. The 
sums handled by the court l a s t 
month included $3,589 in the civil 
branch and $4,723 in the criminal 
branch. 


In addition to normal criminal 
and civil receipts, the amount paid 
the city included $85 from State 
Highway Patrol cases.
